STINGER PRIDE

'| don’t think I’ve ever coached a better offensive lineman than Paul Vajda.'

That’s no small compliment from an old offensive lineman with 17 years of coaching experience and 
who is well on his way to making Concordia University history with the powerful 1994 Stinger football 
team. 

So it seems only fitting that guard Paul Vajda is the only Concordia Stinger to date to have taken part in 
the prestigious annual East-West Shrine Football Classic and Pageant at Stanford Stadium in Palo Alto, 
California. 

“Paul is an exceptional player with great athletic ability, great size and great knowledge of the game,” 
Sheahan says. 

It was those tools that earned Vajda a ticket to the Shrine 
Classic on January 26, 1991, and it was those qualities that made 
him feel right at home with the best players from the Miami 
Hurricanes and the Colorado Buffaloes. 

“Going in, | was confident of my abilities,” said Vajda from his 
home in Regina, Sask., where he now lives and plays football for 
the Roughriders in the Canadian Football League. “The only thing 
that kind of scared me was that | hadn’t played football since 
November and most of the other guys | was playing with had 
played the week before. But after the game | felt reassured.” 

Vajda’s East team lost 24-21, but it was a great day for the 
Montreal native just the same. 

“| played quite a bit,” he said. “For the only two (offensive) 
touchdowns we scored, | was on the field,” he said. 

Off the gridiron, Vajda also did very well. During his eight 
days in California, he practised with the East all-stars “a little bit”, 
was provided with a car, and when not being shuttled to and from 
press conferences and banquets, he shared a hotel room with Mike 
Sullivan, an offensive lineman with the Miami Hurricanes. 

“| think he started out with the Dallas Cowboys,” Vajda said of 
his old roommate. “Last | heard, he was with Tampa Bay.” 

There’s no doubt the trip to Palo Alto, California was something Vajda will never forget. 

“It was a huge honor to be one of only two Canadians down there,” he said. “It was really interesting 
playing in that stadium. It was the first time | played in front of a crowd that big. There were 72,000 
people there. It was just like it is on TV. It was a big thrill.” 

These days Vajda gets his thrills by gearing up for a Grey Cup run with the Roughriders, but that’s not to 
say he forgets his roots. “I’ve made my home here the last couple of years,” said Vajda of Regina, where 
he’s played since 1991. “But | know Concordia’s doing well and the team is one of the top in the nation. 

“| still wear my Concordia hat as much as | can. Every time someone on the team is doing an interview, 
| walk by with my hat.”

SHRINERS HOSPITAL FOR CHILDREN 
MONTREAL UNIT 
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Shriners Hospital in Montreal was opened on Febuary 18th, 1925 with a 60 bed capacity for the purpose of 
providing orthopaedic care to children up to age 14. In later years this was subsequently raised to 16 and to its 
present limit of 18 years. It is to be noted that the patient whose application is accepted prior to having reached 
their 18th birthday may be treated until their 21st birthday. 


Throughout the course of the early years in treating children, statistics indicated an average length of stay of 90 
to 120 days. The most recent statistics (1989 - 10 days) are quite remarkable when comparisons are made. This 
can be directly related to the increase in clinic visits over the same period of time. Obviously then, a great 
majority of our work is switching from an in-patient basis to an out-patient basis. This is attributable to a 
number of things. Primarily the advances in medical care as well as the ability for parents to more adequately 
care for their children at home aided by pre-discharge training and regular visits to the clinic. 


The type of conditions treated today far exceed the range of those treated in the 1920's period, for instance. In 
addition to treating patients suffering from the "routine" orthopaedic problems, deformed legs, arms, hands, etc., 
we are now addressing patients who present a number of problems, for instance, Spina Bifida, a condition 
which occurs at birth when the spine does not close. Depending on where the opening is, the child may be 
anywhere from totally handicapped to only slightly. Also affected are various bodily functions, urination, 
walking, speaking, etc. This type of condition is presently treated at the Shriners Hospital, furthermore, we are 
also treating patients who are afflicted with Cerebral Palsy, whereas 20 years ago this type of patient was not 
accepted by the Shrine. We are presently providing plastic surgery services for patients with gross deformities. 
Within the area of urology, our service has developed a highly progressive program wherein certain orthopaedic 
patients being incontinent, are now rendered capable by way of surgically increasing the size of the bladders 
and the implantation of artificial sphincters. 


As an example, the following clinics are offered: Daily orthopaedic clinic, Scoliosis and spinal deformities 
clinic, Neuromuscular multi-disciplinary clinic, Hand and Plastics clinic, Metabolic and inherited orthopaedic 
diseases clinic, Myelodysplasia multi-disciplinary clinic, Rheumatology clinic, and Prosthetic clinic. The 
medical staff for the Montreal Unit is made up of orthopaedic surgeons and consultants who have 
appointments at McGill University School of Medicine or University of Montreal School of Medicine. These 
professionals are highly skilled and come to us with a commitment to serve and to render the highest possible 
care. 


The staff itself consists of a number of "sub-specialists" such as a particular surgeon skilled in scoliosis, 
dislocated hips, hands, cerebral palsy, etc. The Montreal Unit maintains very Close ties with the Montreal 
Children's Hospital working together to provide the best possible milieu for handicapped children in our area. 


In 1986, three years of planning finally resulted in reconstruction of the entire building which produced a 
modern 40 bed facility. This reconstruction/planning was a lengthy stage caused primarily by our insistence on 
presenting to the public an institution which responded to not only the functional needs of the hospital but to 
the human needs of our patients. In essence we constructed the hospital with the philosophy of rendering 
“family centered care" in mind. This entails bringing the parents into the hospital to follow along with the 
treatment program of the child. In doing so, we are required them to provide facilities for these new visitors to 
the hospital. Accomodations, recreation areas, etc. were built in to the existing builing and now parents are 
able to follow along with their child as they go through the difficult stages of surgery and rehabilitation. The 
presence of the parents greatly enhances the motivational drive of the patient and we are routinely 
complimented on this aspect of our establishment.
